I have both the LDG Z-11 and RT-11 tuners. Both misbehave in my 
shack and in the field when in strong RF fields and when operating 
into very high SWR's with significant power applied (e.g., 100 watts 
from the K2 into an RT-11 at the base of a 19' vertical on 40 meters.) 
I've painted 

the RT-11 with conductive paint and this has made no difference. 


The CURE with the RT-11 and Z-11 is to disconnect DC power 

after they've tuned to their respective match. With the RT-11, 

I wired a female DB-9 connector with a +12 volt line connectd to to 
pin 1 

and DC ground to pin 8. Short pin 4 to pin 9 on the DB-9 to put the 
RT-11 

in a state that it auto-tunes whenever the SWR is high. (Forget 
the remote control head that LDG offers. It's unnecessary.) The 

DC cable runs to the operating position with a pushbutton 

switch between it and a 12 volt supply. Apply DC with the 

button, apply RF, wait for the SWR to fall, remove your 

finger from the DC button, and you are set. The tuning 

will not change under any circumstances with no DC applied! 

The "control cable" can be cheap zipcord. The same arrangement 

can be used with the Z-11 by leaving the auto-tune switch on 

and remoting the DC supply as above. The problem with 

both tuners is that LDG thoughtfully set them up so either 

would tune with 100 mw, but often there's ununwanted, off-frequency 
100 

mw floating around when you want to operate.

Greetings, 


Denny's post reminded me that I came up with a solution for the pushbutton 
problem (I wanted to be able to use the buttons with the altoids tin closed) that 
may interest some. 


I drilled holes in the tin directly above each pushbutton. I then took an old 
remote control (with the rubber pushbuttons) and cut out buttons of choice from 
the old remote rubber sheet (if you've ever taken apart a bad remote, you probably 
can visualize this). I made sure the tin holes were large enough to accomodate 
each remote pushbutton. I then cut a stiff, thin plastic sheet the size of the 
inside lid of the tin that would provide a tight level fit and hold the buttons in 
(I discovered that contact cement would not hold the rubber for these buttons). 
Then I used a paper punch to punch out similar holes in this plastic sheet that 
would permit the remote buttons to travel down to the buttons on the AT Sprint 
board. 


It works rather nicely and is simple enough that any failure in the field is 
minimized and the original method is always an option. If I get some time, I will 
post pix.

This is a very handy little DVM. I have a couple of them. Keep in mind 
though that they have only 1 megohm input Z. More expensive types have at 
least 10 megohm Z. Not a problem for most uses but if you measure a 1 meg 
circuit, you will load it by 1 meg and get a false reading. 


They do work nice with an RF probe if you use a different series scaling 
resistor. A value of 380 K seems to be about right with the ones I've 
built. Works OK as an audio signal sniffer too.

Well, that depends on the receiver's vintage and technology. Most of the older 
models that I've dissected consisted of what amounts to a tuneable 
(channelized) 

down-convertor covering approximately 950 to 1450 MHz, which feeds a 70 MHz 
IF and demodulator. There's also a 70 MHz to TV channel 3 or 4 up 

convertor, a power 

supply and a microprocessor of some sort. There are lots of discrete 
semiconductors 

(many with nice high Ft values), passive components, inductors, ferrite beads, 
a SAW (surface acoustic wave) filter or two, and an infrared remote-control 
receiver. 


Possibilities include using the 70 MHz SAW filter as a "roughing filter" in 
an upconverting 

ham-band superhet, conversion of the tuner to cover the GOES weather 
satellites, 

and salvage of the power supply, IR receiver, and even reusing the case as 
an enclosure 

for a project of some sort. 


So, if you can cite a manufacturer, model number and/or a date of 
manufacture, possibly someone can 
provide more information and possibly a schematic (that's a long shot, though).
